The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it includes language of which can be 

implied (see below). Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title.

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Longfield (US 
5193057) in view of George (US 5946668). 

Longfield discloses a system for providing a loan to a taxpayer comprising historical tax 
refund data; year to date income information; year to date expense information; a processor 
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adapted to process the data and a loan provided to the taxpayer but does not disclose a loan based 
on the estimated tax refund. George teaches a system and method for funding a home 
investment trust wherein the tax refund is estimated in order to fund a home investment trust 
(column 1). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to use the estimated tax refund in George in the loan system of Longfield because the 
tax refund system still requires a period of time from the filing of an individual's tax return to the 
time of receipt of the refund check. 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Atkins (US 5644727) discloses a system for the operation and management of one or 
more financial accounts through the use of a digital communication and computation system for 
exchange, investment and borrowing.
